Indianapolis, June 28 .—The appel­ 
late court has upheld the right of ap­ 
peal from the railroad commission, 
and refused to dismiss an appeal taken 
b y the Monon railroad from an order 
of the commission. 
The unusual con­ 
dition was presented of b oth parties 
to tht> appeal insisting that there was 
no right of appeal b ecause of the in­ 
validity of % law’. 
The railroad com­ 
mission. w’hioh owes its own creation 
and ex istence to the act in question, 
insisted that the act was ail valid ex ­ 
cept two sections conferring the right 
of appeal from orders made b y the com­ 
mission. 
While the railroads admit­ 
ted that those two sections are invalid, 
they asserted that the whole act iB 
unconstitutional. 
i Under these circumstances the court 
called on the attorney general to de­ 
fend the law. and its decision supports 
his contention as against b oth the 
parties. 
The court held that the ex ­ 
clusive jurisdiction conferred on the 
appellate court in railroad commission 
cases gives it pow'er to decide whether 
or not the law’ under wl leh it is called 
on to act. is constitutional, b ut con 
tented itself with the ruling that the 
appeal would lie without deciding the 
constitutionality of the law as a whole. 
The Monon appeal questioned the 
right of the commission to make an 
order fix ing rates. The opinion of the 
court, written b y Judge Rob inson, says 
that the law in question leaves the 
railroads wHh authority to fix rates, 
sub ject to interference b y the commis­ 
sion If an unreasonab le rate is estab ­ 
lished, and complaint is made under 
oath b y an injured party. The setting 
aside of the estab lished rate and fix ­ 
ing a different rate in case the ex ist­ 
ing rate is found to b e unreasonab le 
is declared to b e the ex ercise of a 
power which is neither legislative nor 
ex ecutive, b ut is quasi-judicial. 
But as the action of the commission 
in fix ing rates is made final, ex cept 
so far as it may b e review’ed b y the 
appellate court, an appeal to that court 
is declared to b e a necessary incident 
in order that the commission itself 
may not estab lish unfair and unrea­ 
sonab le rates. The opinion, in closing, 
says: 
“Our. conclusion upon this b ranch of 
the case is that the legislature, in pro­ 
viding for an appeal to this court, has 
required of It the performance of a 
j 
judicial duty that may rightfully b e | 
Imposed; that the legislature may 
rest the court wih such jurisdiction 
as it sees It * 
• 
* and that In this 
case the court is required to ex ercise 
judicial authority only.” 


The Indiana National Gnard will 
profit to the ex tent of ab out #30,000 
a year through the passage b y Con- j 
gress of the b ill appropriating #2,000,- j

New York, June 28.—That H arry K. 
Thaw, the slayer of Stanford White, Is 
perfectly sane was the report made 
by the alienists retained by the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office. This report was 
made after the physicians had spent 
an hour with Thaw, who. In defiance of 
the adv ice of counsel, refused to an­ 
swer any questions and declared that 
nothing short of actual force would 
compel him to submit to a physical ex­ 
amination. 
When the physicians called upon 
the prisoner Thaw said firmly, as the 
first member was introduced to him: 
“I beg your pardon. 1 will answer no 
questions whatev er.” 
Then began a general conv ersation 
on triv ial subjects with Dr. Austin 
Flint and Dr. Hamilton. Thaw deftly 
parrying questions that had any bear­ 
ing on his mental or physical condi­ 
tion. 
Finding him obdurate, the doc­ 
tors hurriedly summoned ex-Judge 01- 
cott. but to him Thaw v ehemently re­ 
iterated his determination to answer 
no questions. Pressed for an explana 
tion of his refusal, he said: 
“I hav en’t any; I hav e none at all. 
Put it down to obstinacy if you wish.” 
He had promised Mr. Oleott to sub­ 
mit to the examination. 
“This refusal will hurt you," Mr. 
Oleott Is said to hav e pleaded. 
“I don't care; nothing but absolute 
force will get me to allow myself to 
be examined or to say anything today. 
I think I first ought to talk with Dr. 
Hamilton rod then hav e a talk with 
Mr. Delafield. 
Later I will tell you 
whether I will talk with the commit­ 
tee.” 
He was then taken back to his 
cell. 
Mr, Oleott said later that he was 
unable to account for Thaw's attitude 
and that he could only attribute it to 
unaccountable obstinacy. As his coun­ 
sel. he said he had no objection to 
Thaw’s answering any of the questions 
addressed to him by the physicians. 
After the alienists had departed 
Mrs. Thaw was permitted to see her 
husband for the first time since his 
arrest. 
She came to the Tombs in a 
carriage, accompanied by her hus­ 
band’s brother, Joaiah C. Thaw. 
The 
husband and wife talked in an under- 
one for nearly an hour. 
Thaw also 
receiv ed a v isit from his sister, Mrs. 
George C. Carnegie, and Clifford W. 
H artridge of Pittsburg. 
Before v isiting the Tombs, 
Mrs. 
Thaw nad a long conference with ex- 
Judge Oleott and Frederick Delafleld. 
at which It is believ ed that the line 
of defense was discussed and the in­ 
terposing or a plea of insanity was 
confirmed. When asked about the let­ 
ters from W hite which Mrs. Thaw 
turned ov er to Mr. Deiafleld, Mr. Ol­ 
eott said that he believ ed they would 
be of material v alue to the defense. 
Coroner Dooley announced that the 
Inquest would not be a merely formal 
proceeding, but that all av ailable wit­ 
nesses would be examined in order 
that Thaw might be held to the grand 
Jury. 
Mrs. Thaw will not appear at 
the inquest, and it was said that in 
all probability she would not be re­ 
quired to appear before the grand 
jury, in which case her testimony will 
not be taken until the trial. 
In the 
meantime the district attorney’s office 
will prosecute an inv estigation of the 
habits and mov ements of Thaw and 
White during sev eral weeks prev ioua 
to the tragedy. 
No less than twenty witnesses were 
examined by the district attorney’s of­ 
fice. 
Among the most prominent iff 
these was Thaw’s v alet. William Bed­ 
ford, who has been in bis serv ice for 
six years and Is believ ed to be con­ 
v ersant with the ev ents which are 
supposed to hav e been the immediate 
incentiv e to the crime. 
It was an­ 
nounced that Mr. Garv an. who Is pre­ 
paring the case against Thaw, has 
discov ered a witness who alleged that 
he ov erheard W hite make derogatory 
rem arks concerning Mrs. Thaw while 
in the Cafe Martin a few hours before 
he was shot. 
According to the wit­ 
ness. whose name is concealed for the 
present. W hite 
was not whispering. 
At that time Mr. and Mrs. Thaw were 
in the cafe. 
The Tribune, after commenting on 
alienists’ decision that Thaw is sane, 
says today: 
“This fact, it is now be­ 
liev ed, will change the defense s.nd 
will cause Thaw* ev entually to be 
brought to trial under indictment for 
homicide. Various episodes in the life 
of Stanford W hite indicate that a de­ 
fense of justifiable homicide will be 
entered, it is understood that the ease 
of Major General Daniel E. Sickle« , 
who shot Barton S. Key in W ashing­ 
ton, will be held up as a precedent. 
Sickles was acquitted without the jury 
leav ing Lhe box.
